Booted Bantams. А PET 

ANTAMS, although of no very great use from 

a housewife's point of view, are kept by many 
country folk mainly on account: of their pleasing 
appearance. On a trim and well-kept lawn, in an 
orchard, or a large enclosed run, the dwarf fowls 
certainly look very well, and, as there is always a very 
ready sale of their eggs for hatching, they can be made to 
pay their way quite as well as any other variety. Another 
thing in their favour, they can be kept in very little room. 
In previous articles I have described several of the leading 
species, but booted bantams, dealt with this week, are not 
bred to the degree they deserve to be. As a matter 
of fact, comparatively few are now to be seen at any 
of the shows, though some ten or twelve years ago 
a spurt was made by a few enthusiastic breeders to 
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A BOOTED BANTAM. 


popularise them. It is just possible that the difficulty of 
maintaining the leg and toe feathers in good condition 
deters many fanciers from bréeding boo bantams, but 
though these points may be an objection in one way, they 
are certainly an advantage in another, by preventing them 
from scratching; hence they can be kept in a flower or 
vegetable garden without the least fear of their disturbing 
the newly sown seeds. They are divided into four varieties, 
the whites, blacks, mottles, and whiskered, and the one 
great fault to be found with all is a tendency to be too 
large in size, which is naturally a detriment, as smallness 
in bantams counts many points in the standard of perfec- 
tion. The remedy for large size is to breed only from the 
smallest birds, and to avoid in-breeding as much as 
possible, for, curiously enough, whereas in- breeding 
diminishes size in the larger breeds of poultry, it has the 
opposite effect with bantams. ^ 


Milk-Carriers. 


In looking over the stock of a widely known dairy 
appliance firm the other day I was very much surprised to 
find so many patterns of milk-carriers in use. A chariot 
made of thoroughly well-seasoned oak and ash, with bent

handles and best tested steel springs, appeared to be very 
popular, especially in distriets where hand delivery is the 
mode of conveyance; but, to my mind, the light two- 
wheeled milk-barrow, which runs very smoothly and lasts 
well, is more suitable for town trade. The Illustration gives 
a good idea of its appearance. Cheaper still, and quite аз 
adaptable, are the carriages of wrought iron, very strong, 
and so constructed that the vessel can be instantly raised on 
orlowered from the axle of the carriage by the person using it. 
This is, however, more suitable for use in the country. The 
perambulators, so very common both in town and country, 
are much stronger in every particular, and are, of course, 
far more expensive. Carts and vans are quite apart, and 
only dairy-keepers handling large quantities of milk can 
consider such conveyances, On receipt of inquiries I will, 
however, at once forward any further particulars asked for.
